Turner 
rared ut.d enorled at the curtailment of his 
liberty l> it SoallT quieted down and pro- 
ceeded to cet erea with his keeper*. Scrap* 
ing a little whitewash from the walls of hi* i 
narrow quarters he emptied it into a rial 
and getting where the guard could »ee the 
performance he deliberately swallowed the 
potion. Soon he began to wall hi* eye* 
and moan and the frightened guard sound- 
•d the aUriu that Turner bad taken poison. 
A doctor with a stomach pump was di* 
patched for who went at once to the cell to 
find the cotidem-ed man fa'rly cotynisrd 
with laughter over the aitccc'* of his joke.
